The uncomfortable condition of the rooms in which you are 
assembled, has given me much concern, and I fear will be a 
source of great annoyance to you. | 

During the last Legislature, ‘an Act was passed authorizing 
one thousand dollars to be expended under the direction of the 
a for necessary repairs upon the Palace building, &c., 

C., &C. 

The Hon. Wm. S. Allen arrived in Santa Fè, near the close 
of July, and soon thereafter entered upon the discharge of his 
duties as Secretary of the Territory. 

On the first convenient occasion, the contemplated expendi- 
ture referred to, was brought to the Secretary’s notice, but he 
declined placing at my control the amount you authorized me to 
expend, and referred the matter to a branch of the Government 
at Washington. Subsequently, I was informed, it escaped the 
Secretary’s recollection to state the fact, that the Legislature had 
authorized the expenditure, under the direction of the Governor. 
This discovery induced me to address to the Honorable Secretary 
an Official note, a copy of which, marked No. 1, will accompany 
this message. The copy marked No. 2; is the Secretary’s reply, 
declaring in reference to the Congressional appropriation, out of 
which the thousand dollars should be paid, he was “(T am) not 
charged with the disbursement of so much as a single dollar of 
it.” After the arrival ofthe October mail from the States, the 
Secretary informed me he had received a reply to his inquiry, 
~ which would change his course, to some extent, without chang- 
ing his confidence in the correctness of his first impression upon 
the subject. In consequence of this information, No. 3is a copy 
of a note which I was induced to address to him, and No. 4 his 
reply, from which we learn that the 1st Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury advised the Secretary that it is Azs business to obtain estim- 
ates of the probable cost of such expenditures, and to forward 
a requisition upon the Treasury based upon these estimates. 
The Secretary, you will perceive, by reference to the correspond- 
ence, closes by saying, “I am accordingly ready to proceed, to 
procure from some carpenter or builder, such a survey and esti- 
mate as are required, after which I shall be prepared to make 
the necessary requisition on the Treasury for the money required 
to defray the expense of the work to be done.” - I am not further 
advised upon this subject, and have no knowledge of either sur- 
veys, estimates, or requisitions. But whether surveys, estim- 
ates, or requisitions were promptly made or not, can be of no 
personal inconvenience to the members of the present session, as 
there can be no reply to such a requisition until long after its 
adjournment. 

The Palace is in a very dilapidated condition; and I have 
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been compelled to incur personal responsibilities to prevent the 
destruction of the building by fire, and to put it in a condition 
to enable the respective branches of the Territorial Government 
to discharge the duties with which they arecharged. Thebooks 
we have received, intended as a part of the Territorial Library, 
ought not to be exposed to injury and loss, as they are at this 

_ time, and must so remain until the means are afforded to take 
care of them. 

I am clearly of opinion that the Legislature has, or should 
have, the right to dispose of, by an act of their own, every dol- 
lar that is granted to the Territory by Congress, under the limit- 
ations and restrictions which the Act, or Acts, of appropriations 
may contain. Not one dollar should be paid out of any fund 
designed for the conduct of public affairs, without the permis- 
sion or direction of the Legislature, except for contingencies that 
it is imposible to anticipate. The Organic Law of this Territory 
is not explicit as to the proper manner of using Congressional 
appropriations, nor am I advised as to the general instructions 


given to the Hon. Secretary, in reference to disbursements, But 
+ 


am not prepared to believe, that Congress intended that any 
Department at Washington, or officials elsewhere, should control 
the Legislature, in their disposition of fands granted to the Ter- 
titory, beyond the limitations set forth in the Acts of Appropri- 
ations. ‘The Oregon Organic Law recognizes the right of the 
Legislature to dispose of such funds. The Acts of the Territo- 
y of Minnisota go very far to establish the views here suggest- 
ed. . 

You are aware that our Territorial Treasury is without the 
means to defray the current expenditures of the Territory not 
provided for by Congressional appropriations. 

The tax law of the last Legislature is resisted, and there has 
not been time to enforce it before the appropriate tribunals, hence 
the empty condition of our Treasury. 

Under the parental liberality of the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, asum of money not exceeding seven thousand five 
hundred dollars would be amply sufficient to levy upon the in- 
habitants of this Territory for the ensuing year. 

But for the unauthorized payments made from the Treasury, 
by orders, without the.sanction of law, the necessity of taxin 
the people would not have occurred during the years 1851 an 
1852. Between twelve and thirteen thousand dollars have been 
paid out of the Territorial Treasury to public officers, and these 
officers were appointed under the authority of the Kearny Code, 
which provides for their payment from the Treasury. of the Uni- 
ted States. This Department has called the attention of the 
proper authorities at Washington to this subject, and urged an 
early settlement of this claim, and others due to persons who 
have been engaged in the public service, by virtue of the Kearny 
Code. The want of some proper system of access to the Con- 
gressional appropriations, and the resistance to the tax laws of 
this Territory, have been extremely embarrassing to the Execu- 
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ae and vexatious and unjust to claimants for services render- 
ed. i 
=- My attention has been attracted to the 38th section ofthe elec- 
tion law, passed by the last Territorial Legislature, and I can 
perceive no reason for the distinction between a “Mexican. citi- 
zen” and other inhabitants of the Territory, who are not inhabi- 
tants of-the United States. . F 

I suggest the pee of having forms prepared, printed, and 
furnished, clearly showing the manner in which all elections 
should be conducted, and returns made. This I regard as im- 
portant to a clear and distinct ascertainment of the will of those 
entitled to vote. J recommend a thorough revision of the elec- 
tion laws. 

I deem it my duty to urge you to define more clearly the du- . 

ties of Probate Judges and Justices of the Peace. 
* Our criminal laws are not wanting in efficacy, if we had the 
means to execute them. Look at your jails, and who can be sur- 
prised at the many escapes from them? Is it not folly to be at 
the expense and trouble of convicting criminals without being 
able to punish them? 

A well-considered Penitentiary system is certainly the most 
humane plan of deterring and reclaiming vicious offenders from 
further violations of law and order. 

I beg to suggest for your consideration the propriety of asking 
the Government ofthe United States to grant, without delay, 
such a sum as may be necessary to erect a penitentiary and @ 
common jæit for the Territory. 

A oe system should not interfere with the mechan- 
ics and laborers of the country. The various mineral mines and 
other pursuits, in which our people are not yet engaged, would 
give ample and profitable employment to criminals, to such an 
extent as to relieve the people of the Territory from taxation. 

The passage of a commutation law is again recommended to — 
the consideration of the Legislature. 

The estray laws should, in my opinion,- be so amended as to 
induce the people to assist in the restoration of animals. Un- 
der the laws as they now exist, there are but few persons. who 
would willingly take charge of estrays, because of the trouble 
and risk of keeping them the time required. Would it not be 
better to sell such animals, after giving reasonable notice, pay 
all proper costs, and place the balance in the County treasuries, - 
subject to be paid to the owners of the animals, upon sufficient 
proof of the ownership? provided, the proof is furnished with- 
in twelve months after the sale; otherwise such funds should 
vest in the counties, for county purposes, or should be placed in 
the Territorial Treasury, for such purposes as the Legislature 
may direct. 

The subject of Asequias is a continual source of annoyance, 
and some revision of the laws, in reference to them, may be ad- 
visable. | 

Nothing will more surely contribute to the mental and moral 
force of a people, than a well devised system of common schools. 
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This subject, I feel assured, will receive your anxious considera- 
tion, and such action as may secure the results desired. 

The Congress of the United States has set apart certain lands 
in this Territory for school purposes. If surveyed, owing to the 
peculiar topography of the territory, and the number of grands 
that are said to be in existence, the lands granted would, to a 
great extent, still be unavailable. Whenever Congress shall 
properly understand this subject, I cannot doubt but a liberality 
commensurate with the original design, will be manifested. 

Until the Government of the United States shall have this 
Territory regularly surveyed, and adopt some prompt and effi- 
cient mode of adjusting land claims, we must not expect that 
universal prosperity which every other portion of the United 
States enjoys. | 

Your attention is respectfully called to a proclamation which 
I issued on the second day of August, 1851, in reference to the 
terms of the District Courts, for the First and the Third Judicial 
Districts. My reasons for issuing it are stated in the proclama- 
tion, and may suggest the propriety of amending the law, so as 
to remove doubts, and promptly secure the ends of justice. 

Persons awaiting trial create the necessity of levying upon the 
people heavy taxes, which should be reduced to the lowest pru- 
dent point ; hence, [ renew a former recommendation, that courts 
should be frequently held for the trial of criminals, under such 
limitations and restrictions as you may prescribe. 

Many causes have interposed to prevent the entire organiza- 
tion of the Militia, as directed by the law of the last Legislature. 
In many places there have been no elections or enrolments. A 
remedy is necessary for such delinquencies and misprisions. 

The bill before the last Legislature authorizing the Governor. 
to organize militia forces, for the purpose of chastising the wild 
Indians, who have so long annoyed the people of the Territory, 
did not become a law, because of an error, or supposed error, in 
the enrolment of the bill. The act to organize the Militia, gives 
to the Governor the authority to call into service organized mi- 
litia, but not the authority to organize militia for service. The 
public weal demands further legislation ipon this subject. | 

The Apaches roaming east of the Rio del Norte and the 
Utahs have given us but little cause of complaint since. the ad- 
journment of the last Legislature. I met the Utahs, as a people, 
and a few Apaches, at Abiquiu, on the 23d, 24th, 25th, and 
26th of last month, and the humanity of the Government of the 
United States, enabled me to make them presents of food and 
raiment, that seemed to give them great satisfaction, and I an- 
ticipate no immediate trouble from them. 

he Navajos have been in frequent communication with me 
for more than a month past, and during that period I know of no 
outrages they have committed, and i yet hope to secure the 
tranquility of the Territory by negotiations which I have now 
pending with them. 

There are persons in this Territory who are attempting by 
various means to disaffect the Pueblos, and to interpose obsta- 
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cles for the purpose of preventing the existence of amicable rela- 
tions between the people and the Indians residing in the Terri- 
am Ought not such a to be punished ? 

am informed by the Auditor of Public Accounts and the 
Treasurer of the Territory, that they will be ready to send in 
their reports in a few days.. The Commissioners to draft a code 
of laws may be expected to report during the week. 

In conclusion, I feel it to be my duty to advise, that while you 
are moderate and {rst in all things, to adopt such rigorous laws 
as will secure and protect the persons and property of the peo- 

H pe, the purity of the ballot-box, and the dispensation of even- 


anded justice to each and every one in the Territory.

Sir :—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication of this date, in which, after referring me to ar 
act of the Legislative Council of this Territory, authorizing an 
expenditure “under the direction of the Governor,” of $1000, 
“for repairs upon the palace buildings, and fitting up rooms in 
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the same for the use of the Secratary of the Territory, a public 
Library, and the safe keeping of the Archives, to be paid out of 
the public building fund appropriated by the Congress of the 
United States, you desire to know whether I “will, in obedience 
to the mandatory voice of the Legislature, allow such expendi- 
ture to be made out of the proper appropriation granted to this 
Territory by Congress ?” | l 

In reply to this communication, I beg leave respectfully to 
advise you that none of the acts of Congress which relate to the 
disbursements of moneys granted to this Territory by. the United 
States, give me, under my instructions, any control over any of 
those moneys, save such of them as were appropriated by the 
act of 30th September, 1850, for compensation and mileage of 
members of the Legislative Assembly, Clerks, Officers, and con- 
tingent expenses of the Assembly of the Territory. As the re- 
pairs upon the palace, and the fitting up of rooms for the purpose 
set forth in the act of the Assembly, are not, in my opinion, the 
object to which it was intended to apply these moneys, I do not 
conceive that I have in my hands any funds out of which an ex- 
penditure for those objects can with propriety be paid. [observe 
that the appropriation act of Congress to which I have referred, 
anaes $20,000 to the Territory, ‘‘for public buildings” therein. 

ut of this fund, if out of any of the funds granted by Congress, 
should, in my opinion, be paid such expenses as the Legis ative 
Assembly authorized to be incurred upon. the “palace,” in the 
act to which you refer, and in this opinion I am sustained by 
the Assembly itself. The allowance in the act of Congress for 
buildings is a naked appropriation unaccompanied by any pro- 


- vision directing the mode of its expenditure, or declaring the 


authority under which it shall he expended. No part of it has 


been committed to my hands. I am not charged with the dis- 


bursement of so much as a single cent of it. Should I then 
from the moneys in my keeping, and for the correct expenditure 
of which I am held to a strict accountability, defray the expense - 
of the repairs and improvements, most highly necessary I admit, 
which are contemplated in the act of the Assembly, the whole 
amount so expended by me would be required to be paid back 
out of my own pocket. I have great respect for the judgment of 
the Legislative Assembly, and feel an entire willingness to obey 
any and every act to which it has given its sanction, so far as | 
can reconcile such obedience with my duty to acts of Congress, 
and to instructions from the Treasury Department, framed con- 
formably to those acts. But in the present instance I am forced 
to dissent from the opinion you imply, that “the mandatory 
voice of the Legislature” is addressed tome. The act of the 
Assembly authorizes a disbursement “under the direction of 
the Governor,” without either declaring or implying that the 
Secretary of the Territory has either the possession or control of _ 
that fund. As the Governor only is named in connection\with ` 
any authority for that disbursement, unless the Assembly sup- 

osed the Governor to be in control of it, I am at a loss to con- 
jecture where that body conceived this control to be. I cannot

for a moment suppose, from anything I see in the act, that the 
Assembly considered that control to be in me. 

In view of the consideration I have presented, it will be [seen] 
that, if I do not allow such expenditures as you mention, it is 
because I have no power either to.allow or dissallow them; the 
whole subject matter being, in my conception, one over which I 
have no more command than any other officer in the Territory.

Sir:—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication of the the 31st ult., in relation to an appropriation 
of $1000 by the Legislative Assemby for repairs on the Palace 
buildings, and beg leave to reply, that any monies of the United 
States, in any considerable amount, applied to such purposes 
must be drawn from the appropriation -by Congress for public 
buildings in this Territory. The law of Congress, which makes 
this appropriation, is silent as to the authority under which it 
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shall be expended. I could not, from the terms of the law, infer 
that I had any control over its disbursement; my instructions 
from the Treasury Department which I brought hither with me, 
were equally with the law silent as regards any such control. 
Under these circumstances, [ had, in reply to a former commu- 
nication of yours on this subject, informed you of these facts and 
of my construction of the law in view of them. Since then how- 
ever, and bythe last mail from Washington, the First Comptroller 
‘of the Treasury has advised me that I have a certain power over 
that fund. When repairs are proposed, such as are contempla- 
ted in the act of the Assembly, it is my business, as I am advised 
to obtain estimates of the probable cost thereof and after having 
obtained those estimates, to forward to the accounting officers of 
the Treasury a requisition upon the Treasury based upon those 
estimates. 

I am accordingly ready to proceed and procure from some car- 
penter or builder such a survey and estimate as are required; 
after which I shall be prepared to make the necessary requisition 
on the Treasury for the money required to defray the expenses of 
the work to be done.

And whereas, Without executive intervention there will be 
no Courts held in the aforesaid First and Third Districts until

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the Congress of the United States, or the Legislative Assembly 
of this Terrjtory shall legislate upon the subject, except for cri 
minal prosecutions, which courts will be held in each county as 
prescribed by the laws of the last Legislature : . 

Therefore, at the request of the aforesaid Judges of the First 
and Third Judicial Districts, and by virtue of the authority 
conferred upon me by the Organic Law of this Territory 

I, JAMES 8. CALHOUN, Governor of the Territory of 
New Mexico, do proclaim and ordain that a term of the District 
Court for the First Judicial District shall be held in the city of 
Santa Fè, on the third Mondays in September and March; that 
a term of the District Court for the TAird Judicial District shall 
be held in Limitar on the first Mondays in May and November ;

To cover this deficit it will also be 
seen there are Santa Fé Warrants in the Treasury, to the amount 
of $1403 77, which, if paid, would leave a balance in the Treas- 
ury of $777 44. | ! 

In order that it may be clearly understood by what process the 
County Warrants were placed in the Territorial Treasury, I trans- 
mit to you a copyofthe opinion of the Hon. M, Ashurst, the 
Attorney General addressed to. Governor Munroe, dated Jan. 
dist 1851, and upon which, doubtless, the Governor’s order of 
the 13th Feb. last was based. oe 

A. copy of the order is also enclosed. 

To know the manner in which it is proposed to re-imburse the 
Territorial Treasury,, and return the amount so illegally and un- 
justly witheld, I send you the copy of another order issued by 
Governor Munroe on the 14th of February, last. It does not 
appear, however. that any portion of the County Warrants have 
been redeemed by the operation of the last order. 4

addition to the report of yesterday, made by the President of 
said Commission. , 

Many of the Laws, therein stated as having been reported by 
the Commission, we have examined and understood, and believe 
to be such as are well calculated to produce a beneficial effect 
upon the country ; but, at the same time, it is our duty to state 
that many of them have not been examined by either of us, and, 
although from the high character and known légal attainments 
of the framer, we do not entertain a doubt as to those that have 
not been submitted to our inspection, still we cannot, in justice 
to ourselves, allow them to be reported as approved by the Com- 
mission, under the circumstances as stated above. 

We beg leave to state further, that our instructions to the Presi- 
dent of the Commission were: that some of the laws so reported 
could not meet with our approval, not that they were not founded 
on justice, nor that they were improperly framed, but because 


- they were, in our opinion, unsuited to the present situation of the 


country. 
We also state that we requested the President to report that, 
owing to the shortness of the time allowed us, and to the numer- 


. ous vocations to which we have been compelled to give our 


attendance since the last session of the Legislative Assembly, we 


‘have found it impossible to have any of the Laws translated, and 


have thus been compelled to snbmit them in the language in 
which they were written and framed. That this fact is not 
embraced in the report we presume is owing to haste or accident, 
and not to any intentional neglect on the part of the President. 
To conclude, we beg leave to observe that this statement is not 
made from the slightest disrespect on our part towards the other 
members of the Commission, but in justice to ourselves, and 
under the belief that the same facts would have been stated by 
the President, but for some misunderstanding, which his absence 
from this city preeludes the possibility of his correcting.

You have, by your resolution of the 19th day of this month, 
.called upon me for information in relation to the following lan- 
guage extracted from my Message, delivered at the opening of 
the present session of the Legislative Assembly: 

“There are persons in this Territory, who are attempting by 
various means. to disaffect the Pueblos, and to interpose obsta- 
- cles for the purpose of preventing the existence of amicable re- 
lations between the people and the Indians residing in the Ter- 
ritory.” 

In obedience to your resolution, I have the henor to reply, in 
reference to the “means” alluded to, persons have attempted to 
induce some of the Pueblos to believe that their rights and priv- 
ileges as citizens of this Territory, had been curtailed, which on- 
ly foreshadowed the end which would be, seizing their lands and 
driving them to the forest. Many of these Indians are impres- 
sed with the belief that they are citizens of the United States, 
by the terms of our own solemn agreement, her own treaty 
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stipulations, and she cannot now undo it if she would, with- 
out an act of perfidy that would draw down upon her the de- 
served scorn and contempt of a whole civilized world. It has 
been suggested to them, in my opinion most unrighteously, that 
covetous Mexicans are desirous to get possession of the fertile 
valleys of their Pueblo neighbors. There are, also, instances 
in which persons have, by some process entered upon the pos- 
sessions of Pueblo lands, agreeing to pay certain snms per an- 
num for their use, and in a year or so thereafter, refused to pay 
the rent, and as I am informed and believe, now claim the land. 
Persons, not of the Pueblo, go into the Pueblos, open shops. for 
the vending of intoxicating liquors and gambling, and all efforts 
to stop such vicious practices are denounced as unauthorized, 
arbitrary and unjust, and placing the Pueblo Indians on the de- 
grading level of the wild Indians. Many of the Pueblo Indians 

ave been told that the Superintendent of Indian Affairs could 
do them no good, that he was treating them with great disre- 
spect, that he had no right to interfere in their affairs, and that 
he was degrading them, and this has been said in a way which 
was well calculated to awaken their suspicions, and create dis- 
satisfaction if not disafiection. There are other persons who are 
opposed to all amicable relations with the wild Indians, for reas- 
ons, publicly proclaimed, which are inconsistent with a sound 
morality, a just humanity, the peace spirit of the age, and the 
well-known policy of the United States. 

Ifthe above statements are true, is it not evident that there 
have been attempts, “by various means, to diseffect the Pueblos 
and to interpose obstacles for thé purpose of preventing the ex- 
istence of amicable relations between the people and the Indians 
residing in this Territory ?” 

Our relations with the Pueblo Indians are of the most amica- 
ble character, notwithstanding the petty jarrings and vexatious 
conflict that too frequently occur between them and the inhab- 


itants of this Territory. 


But to preserve these relations has cost the Superintendency 
a vast amount of labor and the Government of the United States 
a large amount of money. l 

In relation to the Navajo and other wild Indians of this Ter- 
ritory, the facts are publicly known, that some person or per- 
sons, to me unknown, did frighten the Camanches and Apaches 
from Anton Chico, where they intended to meet me, and on one 
occasion made such representations to the Camanches as to in- 
duce them to leave the Superintendency about one o'clock; a.m. 
leaving behind them their animals, arms, blankets and provis- | 
ions. Here are obstacles of a very grave character. 

The Government of the United States authorized me, under 
date of the 8th day of Angust last, to carry into execution exist- 
ing treaties with the Navajos and Utahs, if I deemed it useful 
to expend the appropriations for that purpose. I sodeem it, and 
shall exceute, if possible, the authority and discretion delegated 
to me. | 

On the 28th of last month, I bad arranged a conference: with 
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- the Navajo Chiefs, in the city of Santa Fe, but in consequence 

of representations made to them, to the effect that I would have 

them murdered, but two of the chiefs could be induced to come 

in, the others awaiting their return at and a short distance beyond 
emes. 

But for such infamous suggestions, I have reason to believe ev- 
ery captive in the possession ofthe Navajos might have been 
released and restored to their own homes and fathers and moth- 
ers, and much of the property stolen from New Mexico recover- 
ed and restored to the proper owners. These results I hope yet 
‘to accomplish, and all the means which you may afford me and 
those which the Government of the United States has provided, 
will be called into requisition if necessary to accomplish the end 
certainly to be desired. | 7 

In reference to the persons who have “attempted by various 
means to disaffect the Pueblos, and to interpose obstacles for 
the purpose of preventing the existence of amicable relations be- 
tween the people and the Indians residing in this Territory,” 
I reply, that I do not know the names of many of them, and it 
would not be discreet to give publicity to the names of those 
who may possibly be- brought before the proper judicial tribunal 
to answer for their treasonable efforts. | 

I beg permission to add respectfully, that this Legislative 
Assembly can efficiently aid in providing a “sufficient remedy,” 
and if such a remedy is afforded, I pledge myself, while I have 
the control of this superintendency, the judicial dockets shall 
show the names of the ‘‘persons” employing the base “means” 
referred to in this response. 

In conclusion, I seize the occasion to say, if the efforts which 
the beneficent and humane laws of Congress authorizes, and 
such aids as you may afford, shall fail to subdue the wild In- 
` dians and to bring about a just restitution, and a restoration of 
that quiet in this Territory so ardently desired, there is but one 
remedy that the people of New Mexico can apply, and in apply- 
ing that remedy, I beg to assure the representatives of the peo- 
ple, if Iam permitted to do so, they shall have my hearty ‘co- 
operation.

In the consideration of this bill the committee have labored under 
some difliculties in consequence of the total ignorance of the 
committee of the services for which this act. purports to render 
pay. But, your committee have diligently searched the statutes 
for whatever may be the prescribed emoluments in such cases. 

They find that an Attorney General or District Attorney of 
this Territory is required to attend to the “prosecution of all 
cases arising under the laws of the Territory” vède Sections Ist 
and 2nd. of chapter, ‘‘Attorney General and Circuit Attorneys, 
Kearny’s Code. é 

Section 7 also declares that “in addition to the fees of office, 
the Attorney General shall receive a salary of five hundred dol- 
lars a year” &., and page 69 of same code, chapter, “Fees,” 
section Ist, will be found: 

“Far the services of the Attorney General, and Circuit Attor- 
neys, in all actions which it is, or shall be made their duty, by 
law, to prosecute or dcfond, five hundred dollars.” 

These are, so far as your committee are aware, all the laws on 
this subject, and they, in the opinion of your committees, fully 
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display the intent of the Legislature. The Bill under considera- 
tion shows that the appropriation is to pay for services in “‘pros- 


_ ecuting cases arising under the revenue laws of the Territory.” 


But your committee are equally ignorant whether this is asked 
by E P. West, Esq., as Attorney General or a Cirenit Attor- 
ney for this Territory. And your committee cannot, without 
this information, estimate whether this appropriation would be 
greater or smaller than the compensation allowed by law for 
such services. Nor do your committee know whether any such 
services have been rendered, and if any, how much. 

Your committee know that E. P. West Esq. is the commis- 
sioned District Attorney for the United Statesin this Territory, 
and in view of the Organic. Law, he cannot be cither the Attor- 
ney General or the Oircuit Attorney for this Territory—vide Sec. 


“And no person holding commission or appointment under 
the United States, except Postmaster, shall be a member of the 
Legislative Assembly, or shall hold any office under the Govern- 
ment of said Territory,.”’ | 

‘Nor does it appear that these services were cither necessary 
or that E. P. West was legally employed by the proper authori- 
ties to prosccute the same in the absenee of the Attorney Gen- 


~ eral or the Circuit Attorney. l 


In view of the foregoing, your committee hold this doctrizie— 


‘that if it’ were the duty of the District Attorney of the United 


States to prosecute violations of the criminal laws of the Terri- 
tory, as your committee is advised was the doctrine of the learn- 
ed Bench, “then the cases arising under the revenue laws of this 
Territory” should have been prosecuted by the same officer, and 
his pay should come from the same source in each case. If it 
was not his duty, then the Exceutive should have obeyed the 
provisions of the law of the land, and appointed the officers 
whose duty it was to see “the Republic received no detriment.” 
Your committee, therefore, report.the Bill back to the House, 
and recommend that it be indefinitcly postponed, and pray that 
they may be relieved from the further consideration thereon.

“ Resuelto, Que el Honorable Secretario del Territorio mani- 
fieste al Consejo sus instruciones con respeeto al desembolse de 
los gastos Legislativos; asi como tambien las leyes de que hace 
mencion en su comunicacion, fecha Diciembre 12, y que dé una 
respuesta clara y terminante sobre si paga ô no los sueldos del 
tercero y cuarto escrbientes del Consejo.” 

I would also respectfully acknowledge the receipt from the 
Hon. House of Representatives of the following Resolution: 

“ Whereas, This House, in a resolution passed some few days 
since, intended to be understood that no voluntary communica- 
tions would be received from the Secretary of the Territory, un- 
less coming through the Executive Department; and 

“ Whereas, It is the opinion of this House that it is the duty 
of every officer of the Territorial Government to reply directly to 
any communications directly made to him by this House or any 
branch of the Legislative Assembly; and . 

“ Whereas, Information has been received by this House, 
that said Secretary has set aside and in other ways prevented the 
taking effect of many of the resolutions of this House, as well as 
acts of the Legislative Assembly, on the ground of instructions 
received from the Departments of the General Govenment; 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That said Secretary be required to lay before this 
House such instructions as he may have received from any De- 
partment of the Government of the United States in relation to 
the affairs of this Territory, and particularly all such instructions 
as he may have received from the Treasury Department of the 
United States in relation to the disposition of the funds appro- 
priated for the use of this Territory. together with such observa- 
tions as he may think proper to make concerning those instruc- 
tions. | 

“Resolved further, That the Secretary of the Territory be 
requested to furnish this House with a statement of the mode 
and manner, as well as the amount, and for what purposes, dis- 
bursements of the -appropriations made by the Congress of the 
United States for the use of this Territory have been made by 
him; and what amount of said appropriations are now in his 
hands, or subject to his disposition to be disbursed.” 

As those several Resolutions are directed to a common object, 
I presume that a general reply, such as I propose to make to 
them—covering in the same communication to each House, all 
the inquiries presented in the Resolution—will be in a form en- 
tirely acceptable to your honorable bodies, As they agree, too, 
in opening for me a direct communication with the Assembly, 
I avail myself of the opportunity to make the acknowledgment 
due from me to the House for modifying a former Resolution of 


y 
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that body, which required that all my intercourse with it should 
be conducted through the chief ofthe Executive Department. 

To such a requirement, so far as concerns communications 
which pertain to the ordinary duties and business of a Secretary, 
there can be no serious objection; while the -propriety and rea- 
sonableness of extending it to such matters, in respect to which I 
am acting wholly independently of the Territorial Executive, and 
under accountability. only te the President and Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States, are less apparent. . 

Considering then the Resolutions in the light of a request, and 
being desirous of furnishing-to your Hon. ‘Bodies all the infor- 
mation on the subject matter which they can desire, Inow propose 
to lay before you the laws and the instructions and advice from the 
Treasury Department, which have governed me as a disbursing 
officer; as also to acquaint you with the views I have taken of 
my duty, as such officer, and to apprise you of the course I have 
pursued in relation to the funds under my control, the expendi- 
tures from, and present condition of which, will appear in the 
statement now presented to you. 

The Act of Congress, organizing New Mexico as a Territory, 
declares that—‘‘there shall be appropriated annually a sufficient 
sum to be expended by the Secretary of the Territory, and upon 
an estimate to be made by the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, to defray the expenses of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, the printing of the laws, and other incidental expenses, and 
the Secretary of the Territory shall annually account to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury of the United States for the manner in 
which the aforesaid sum shall have been expended.” l 

Among the provisions of the General Appropriation Act of 
‘Congress, approved Sept. 30, 1850, are the following, for New 
Mexico: 

“For compensation and mileage of members of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, clerks, officers and contingent expenses of the 
Assembly, $24,000” | 

‘Foy public buildings for the Territory of New Mexico, $20,- 
000. 

The General Appropriation Act of March 8rd, 1851, makes a 


second provision for this Territory, as follows: 


“For compensation and mileage of members of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, clerks, officers, and contingent expenses of the 
Assembly, $24,000.” 

The 17th paragraph of the Appropriation Act, approved May 
18th, 1842, declares “that the Legislative power of no Territory 
shall hereafter, in any instance or under any pretext whatever, 
exceed the amount appropriated by Congress for its annual ex- 

enges. 
: The Act of Congress, approved August 29th, 1842, “to pro- 
vide for the settlement of certain accounts for the support of gov- 
ernment in the Territory of Wiskonsan, and for other purposes,” 
prescribes—‘‘that all accounts for disbursement in the Territories 
of the United States, of money appropriated by Congress for the 
support of Government therein, shall be settled and adjusted at, 
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the Treasury Department; and no Act, Resolution or Order, of 
the Legislature of any Territory, directing the expenditure of the 
sum, shall be deemed a sufficient authority for such disburse- 
ment, but sufficient vouchers an1 proofs of the same, shall be ree 
quired by said accounting officers. And no payment shall be 
made or allowed unless the Secretary of the Treasury shall have. 
estimated therefor, and the object becn approved by Congress. 
No session of the Territory shall be held until the appropriation 
for its expenses shall-have been made. In the adjustment of 
said accounts, no charge for a greater number of officers and at- 
tendants shall be allowed, than for one Secretary and assistant 
Secretary or clerk, one Sergeant-at-arms, or door-keeper, one 
messenger, and one foreman for each House of the Legislature, 
to neither of whom shall a greater compensation than three dol- 
lars a day be paid.” | 

My general instructions from the Treasury Department are, 
omitting some minor matters relating to the form and manner 
of rendering my accounts, as follows: i 

“The President of the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, having appointed you Secretary of. 
New Mexico, you are hereby made disbursing agent for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the Legislative Department and other. 
contingent expens-s of the Territory, in accordance with the usa» 
ges of the Government, and the 12th section of the Act organize. 
ing the Territory. As disbursing agent, you are required to give 
bond with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, in the penal sum of $20,000, which has 
been received and approved by the Secretary of the Treas- 
' ury and placed on file in his office.” 

“In making your requisitions for money to defray the expens- 
es of said Territory, you should specify therein the sum of the 
several items, to the payment of which the advances required are 
to be applied.” 

“The 12th section ofthe Organic Act of the Territory, pro-. 
vides that there shall be appropriated annually a sufficient sum, 
to be expended by the Secretary of the Territory and upon an 
estimate to be made by the Secretary of the Treasury, to defray 
the expenses of the Legislative Assembly, the printing of the 
laws, and other incidental expenses, and requires the Secretary’ 
of the Territory to account to the Secretary of the Treasury for 
the expenditure of the same.” | i 

“ The 11th paragraph of the Appropriation Act of May 18th, 
1842, provides—“that the Legislative powers of no Territory 
shall, hereafter, in any instance, or under any pretext whatever, 
exceed the amount appropriated by Congress, for its annual ex- 
penses ;” and the Act in relation to the accounts of Wisconsin 
and for other purposes, still further limits Territorial expenses.” 

“In making your disbursements in payment of the per diem 
and mileage of members of the Assembly, and the compensa- 
tion of their officers, and of contingent expenses, you should ex- 
amine carefully the laws organizing the Territory, and also the 
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Act to provide for the settlement of certain accounts for the sup- 
port of the government in the Territory of Wisconsin, and for 
other purposes, approved August 29th, 1842. These statutes 

rescribe the number of officers, and limit their compensation.” 
. “The 2nd section of the Act of August 29th, limits the pow- 
er of the Legislative Assembly to direct expenditures, and incur 
debts, and vests the power in the accounting officer, to disre- 
gard the acts of the Assembly in directing expenditures, incur- 
ring debts, and making allowances, &c: and I have found it ne- 
cessary to exercise that power and to allow a less compensation 
to the printers of Minnisota, than was established by Legislative 
Acts of, and contracts and allowances made by, the Territorial 
Legislature. You should beon your guard, and not allow or 
pay any claim for services, or make any expenditure except such 
as are legal, proper, necessary, and reasonable in amount; and 
where you have any doubts on the subject, you may better state 
the matter, and ask instructions. In case the only question is 
as to the amount of a claim, as for necessary printing, you may 
better pay a part of the bill and take receipts for your payments, 
and reter the matter here for instructions.” 

All accounts should be stated in detail, giving the items in 
detail, time, place. and all necessary explanations to be un- 
derstood—and should be stated and receipted in duplieate, .that 
you may send one copy to the accounting officers, and retain one 
yourself for reference, and safety in case of loss. For the com- 
pensation of members of the Legislative Assembly and the- offi- 
cers thereof, you will require duplicate certificates of the presi- 
ding officer and clerk of each House, for the per diem and mile- 
ageidue to each member for specified days of attendance and 
miles travelled, and for the compensation due to the officers and 
attendants, severally, for specific days’ attendance, upon both 
of which you will take receipt from them respectively.” 

“Ag to expenses of printing the laws and Journals, and mis- 
cellaneous printing, you will be obliged to make payment for 
paper, and a part of the work as it progresses, but do not settle 
any bills until you have conferred with this office and get further | 
instructions as to the rate of compensation for the work.” 

“After you shall have been advised that your bond has been 
approved, and Congress shall have made appropriations to de- 
fray the expenses of the Territory, you may address a requisition 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, for such portion of the appro- 
priation as may be necessary to enable you to procure the ac- 
commodation that you may want, such as an iron safe, desk, ta- 
ble, chairs, stationery, books in which to record the laws, to en- 
able you to perform with safety and facility the duties of your 
- office, specifying in said requisitions, the probable amount of each 
class of expenditures and of item, as far as practicable.” 

“And in time to allow funds to be placed in your hands, with 
which to pay the compensation of members of the Legislature, 
and its contingent expenses as they accrue, but not sooner, you 
will make requisitions on the Secretary of the Treasury, from. 
time to time for such portions of the appropriations as you may 
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deem necessary, specifying in all cases the items as far as prac- 
ticable, to which you wish to apply the monies which may be ad- 
vanced to you.” 

I annex copies marked A, and B, of so much of the letters I 
have received from the Treasury Department, as relate to the 
points embraced in your inquiry. The first of these came to 
hand the last of October, and the last by the November mail. 

Having now acquainted you with the contents of my instruc- 
tions, and referred you to the laws under which they have been 
drawn up, I submit to the judgment of your Hon, Bodies’ wheth- 
er or not I have acted advisedly in considering myself responsi- 
ble for the expenditure of the funds which are by law placed in | 
my hands. The law, of which my instructions caution me to be * 
observant, pronounces that “no Act Resolution or Order of the 
Legislature of any Territory, directing the expenditure of the 
sum, shall be deemed a sufficient authority for such disburse- 
ment.”—something more is demanded, The service performed 
for the Legislature—every thing furnished for its use~all charg- 
es, must be shown to be “legal, proper, necessary, and reasona- 
ble in amount ;” and must be shown to be so by something be- 
sides an Act or Order of the Legislature. It must be shown by - 
other proofs and vouchers, to be finally approved by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department, and, in the first in- 
stance, by the Secretary of the Territory, who is responsible for 
the expenditure, and who, though it may be authorized by the 
Legislature, will be held to account for the sums, under his bond, 
if it be decided at the Department to be either illegal, or im- 
proper, or unnecessary or unreasonable in amount. Nothing 
more, I think, need be added, to satisfy you of the nature of my 
liabilities, or the necessity imposed upon me of carefully seruti- 
nizing all demands upon the monies in my hands, and of requi- 
ring the best possible assurances to be obtained, that they are 
lawful, just and right. 

At this point itis proper, and it will be expected of me, that 
I should notice—as I shall do very respectfully—some passages 
of the speech delivered by His Excellency, the Governor, to your 
" Hon. Bodies, at the opening of the session, which refer to my 
course as a disbursing officer, and to the powers of the Legisla- 
ture in respect to my disbursements. I cannot presume that 
these passages were intended as strictures upon my conduct, be- 
cause a proper understanding of my duties would show that my 
conduct presents’no just or reasonable ground for complaint. 

His Excellency does, however, in reference to the condition of 
the government building, inform you that, at an early day he 
called my attention to the fact of an appropriation at the last 
session of the Legislature, for its repair, to be paid for out of 
the appropriation of Congress for public buildings in this Terri- 
tory. Recollecting, as I do, this circumstance, I recollect also 
that I apprised the Governor, that I was not aware of any thing, 
either in the law or my general instructions, which authorized 
me to disburse money for those repairs. My views of the law 
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and these instructions in reference to the building fund, are sta- 
ted in my correspondence with the Governor, which has been 
laid before you. At that time, I did not conceive it to be a part 
of my business to make representations in regard. to sums which 
it was proposed to expend, as I then neither did suppose, nor 
had any reason for supposing, that fund to be subject to any 
draft from me. Of this you will, I think, be satisfied by exam- 
ining the law and the instructions referred to, and eomparing 
them with each other. | 

I did, however, looking at the condition of the rooms belong- 
ing to the Secretary’s office, and the want of means there of prop- 
erly securing and preserving valuable archives, incidentally in a 
letter to the First Comptroller of the Treasury, suggest the ex- 
pediency of an allowance of a sum of money for repairs and im- 
provements on those rooms. But this suggestion was made 
without any reference to the Legislative appropriation from the 
building fund. 

In reply to this suggestion, the Comptroller, in a letter which 
reached me the last of October, remarked, that any expenditures 
so large as $500, ought to be made from the building fund upon 
a requisition from me, based upon estimates by competent build- 


_ ers, of the cost of the work required to be done. This was the 


first intimation I received that the building fand would be dis- 
bursed through me; nor, before the receipt of that advice, look- 
ing either at the Jaw or my instructions, had I any reason to sup- 
pose a such was the channel through which it would be-ex- 
nded. : | 

Until recently I had not been made aware what expenses had 
been incurred about the repairs, to which your attention has been 
so earnestly invited. A few days since the Governor exhibited 
to me a receipted account for. between two and three hundred, 
dollars for work done on the building. There was no proof or 
voucher to show the execution of the work, unless the approval 
of the account by the Territorial Auditor is to be so considered. 
I however do not feel at liberty to give his approval in this case 
such an authority. I have reason to believe that he did not per- 
sonally examine the work nor contract for its execution, nor 
have any personal knowledge whatever of the matter. The 
items do not distinguish what has been done for the accommo- 
dation of the Legislature, at its present session, from the general 
repairs upon the building. It would have been better to have 
separated them so as to avoid charging to the buildin 
fund expenses properly chargeable to the Legislative fund. 
suppose, however, without knowing on what parts of the build- 
ing the repairs were put, or for what particular purpose, that the 
work was necessary, and done at a reasonable rate. The ac- 
count, properly certified and vonched, would be paid out of the 
building fund. 

As to expenditures out of the fund, I have thought it unadvisa- 
ble for me to proceed upon my sole responsibility, to obtain esti- 
mates and order extensive repairs or rebuilding, without know- 
ing what might be the intentions and wishes of the Assembly 
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on this subject. I had presumed that, at your present ses- 
sion, some plan or building for the accommodation of the 
Legislature and for government offices, would beadopted by 
the Legislature. With that plan before me, and estimates based 
upon it, I should be furnished with the means of making the 
proper application for the money necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the work. 

My instructions and the laws in reference to which I am 
acting, had repeatedly, as I conceived, been made substantial- 
ly known to His Excellency, in my several interviews with him; 
and I have tendered to him the inspection of my instructions 
in order that he might further inform himself of their con- 
tents in that way. Thave also called his attention to those 
laws by a reference to their provisions, so that I supposed the 
Executive to be as well advised in the premises as he desired — 
to be. 

From what I have stated concerning my own _ responsibili- 
ties, it cannot be expected that I should agree with His Excel- 
lency in some opinions that he expresses in regard to the pow- 
ers of the Assembly. The Message sets forth the following 
declarations : 

“I am clearly of opinion that the Legislature has, or ought to 
have, the right to dispose of, by an act of their own, every dol- 
lar that is granted to the Territory by Congress, under the ` 
limitations and restrictions which the act or acts, of appro- 
priation may contain.” | 

“Tam not prepared to believe that Congress intended that 
any Department at Washington, or officials elsewhere, should 
- control the Legislature, in their disposition of funds granted 

to the Territory, beyond the limitations set forth in the acts 
of appropriation.” : 

The declaration that the Legislature has the right assumed 
for it by His Excellency, and the declaration that it ought to 
have this right, are of course two quite distinet propositions. 
I will not contest the point that the Legislature ought to have 
the right. In fact had it been invested with it, I should not 
have been burdened with certain unpleasant responsibilities. 
- But while Ido not dispute this point, f must, it is unnecessary 
to add, deny the correctness of the other position advanced in 
the message. There is, I respectfully submit, not only nothing 
in the laws of Congress to warrant such an opinion, but there is, 
in them, that which expressly negatives it. The point, it seems 
to me, is hardly open for argument and construction. The Acts 
appropriating money to this Territory, contain no clauses which 
either expressly or impliedly repeal the other Acts, applicable to 
all Territories, whieh | have recited. Those appropriation Acts 
must be taken together with the others referred to, and, if possi- 
ble, force must be given to the whole of'them ; and force can be 
easily given to the whole of them, The Appropriation Acts 
grant certain sums of money for the use of the Legislature, then 
another Act steps in and declares how, and underavhat restric- 
tions and limitations, that money shall be expended. The Act 
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organizing the Territory of Oregon, to which His Excellency re- 
fers, unless made generally applicable to the other Territories, or 
specially to ours, can have no force in New Mexico. Nor do I 
understand what value, in this connexion, can be attached to the 
Acts of “the Territory of Minnisota,” to which the Message al- 
so refers. 

If the Organic Law of both Territories be the same, then the 
acts of Minnisota, if they assume the existence of the right under 
discussion, are in derogation of the acts of Congress, and of 
course cannot be an example for imitation in New Mexico; and 
if the Organic, Laws bée\not the same, then it may be that Min- 
nisota has a power not granted to New Mexico, and has a right 
to do what New Mexico cannot do. Viewing it in either as- 
pect, I am unable to perceive wherein the action of Minnisota 
is a case in point for New Mexico. I submit then, that the 
laws to which I have referred you, evidently intended a restraint 
upon the Legislature, and that the Secretary of the Territory 
should be, in the first instance, the officer through whom it 
should be imposed. 

As I have already intimated, this duty involves much per- 
sonal responsibility, of which I cannot discharge myself at 
all times without the risk of some offence to the opinions and 
wishes of others. But having assumed the trust, I intend to 
acquit myself of it in such a manner as to leave no room for 
the imputation that I have been governed by any consid- 
eration, other than my sense of duty under the law. | 

I now beg leave toturn my attention to other matters sug- 
gessed by the Resolution of your Hon. Bodies. One of the 
Council Resolutions makes special reference to the appointment 
of two clerks in addition to-the Secretary and Assistant; and 
refers to a communication it had received from me on this sub- 
ject. Thatcommunication was in answerto a resolution of the 
Council, which was communicated to me through-the Govern- 
or, and which I annex :— 

“Resuelto, que siendo necesarias las plaras establecidas por 
el Consejo, de Interprete, tercero, y cuatro escribientes. no po- 
dran ser abolidos, por la negativa que espone el Secretario del 
Territorio para pagarles su dotacion acordada; para cuya rati- 
ficacion pido al Consejo: que sus dotaciones sean pagadas por 
el Secretario del Territorio de cualquiera de las cantidades que 
estan apropriadas para gastos ordinarios ò incidentales de la 
Legislatura.” 


My reply to this Resolution was as follows: 
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SECRETARY'S OFFICE, SANTA Fi, 
DECEMBER 12, 1852. 
Sire 
In reference to the Resolution of the Hon. Council, com- 
municated to me through the hands of your Excellency, I have to 
remark that the law and my general instructions require me, in 
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my payments, to take notice ofno more than two clerks for each 
Viouse. As regards interpreters, the letter of advice from the 
ist Comptroller, received by the Oct. mail, with the contents of 
which I made you acquainted at the time I received it, author- 
izes me to allow for the service of interpreting to acertain extent. 
' The authority given does not cover all the ground I could desire ; 
and, in paying, as I intend to do, both the interpreters at the 
rates allowed at the last session, Iam rather exceeding than 
falling short of my instructions. But I desire to meet the wishes 
of the Assembly, and to promote the public service to the utmost 
extent conipatible with a prudent regard to my responsibilities. 
I am very respectfully,

On this head I may add, that what has already been presented 
shows clearly enough that I should not be justified in allowing 
for the additional officers employed by the Council, and, as 
understand, by the House. The law, L would suggest, intended 
to limit the amount paid for clerical services. To charge any 
excess over that amount to contingent expenses instead of to the 
pay of officers, would, I conceive, be a mere evasion of the law. 

hat there is a necessity for the employment of more clerks than 


the law allows, especially in a legislature like yours, where two . 


languages must be used, is very apparent, and I have taken the 
liberty of calling the attention of the delegate from this Territory 
to the matter. The necessities of this Legislature in respect to 
translations and to oral interpretation should be understood by 
Congress. The services of three persons, one of them to be em- 
ployed as a translator, and the other two as interpreters, one for 
each House, are indispensable. Ihave sent to our Delegate a 
draft of a provision by Congress providing for the appointment 


of a translator. And Ihave prepared another in respect to the 


officers of the two branches, which I herewith submit, hoping it 
may be approved by you. It is: = 
“That either House of the Legislative Assembly shall have 
the power of appointing and employing, in addition to the clerks 
and officers prescribed by the second section of an act entitled 
‘An Act to provide for the settlement of certain accounts for the 
support of government in the Territory of Wisconsin, and for 
other purposes, approved August 29th 1842,” the following named 
officers, to wit: An Interpreter and two persons to serve as En- 
grossing’ and Enrolling Clerks. It shall be required that, of the 
four clerks in each Honse, two shall be qualified to write in the 
Spanish and two in the English language. The presiding officers 
of the two Houses, the secretary of the Council, the chief clerk of 
the House, and the interpreters shall each receive dollars 
a day for his services, and no more. The remainder ofthe officers 
of the two Houses shall recive each dollars, and no more.” 
I now proceed to advise you in relation to the funds which have 
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been placed under my control, and of the manner in which Ihave 
disbursed them. 

Conformably to my general instructions, I made a requisition 
on the Treasury for the sum of nineteen thousand and titty dol- 
lars, payable out of the appropriation for Legislative expenses. 
Of that amount there was at first allowed me twelve thousand 
dollars; since when, on further representations, six thousand 

! dollars more have come to my hands. i 

f When I arrived to take charge of my office,—the Legislature 

; having met—I found that a considerable amount of indebtedness 

; had been contracted, and of expenditures authorized by your bo- 

_ dies, upon the strength of the several appropriations for the Terri- 
tory, a part of the accounts had been audited by the Territorial 
Auditor, and paid by the Territorial Treasurer, out of a loan 
contracted to meet the expenses of the session. A part of them 
had been audited, but remained unpaid; and a few of them had 
been neither audited nor paid. These accounts have been care- 
fully examined by me, and have been audited and paid in every 
instance where I felt myself anthorized to do so. i have reim- 
bursed the monies paid out of the Territorial Treasury to the 

' members and regular officers of the Assembly at the first session,- 
and to the persons employed in taking the census under the Or- 
ganic Law. I have also discharged other debts toa considerable 
amount. There is still left a balance of accounts, which I have 

- not audited for varions reasons; either because I conceived the 
debts to be illegally contracted, or because items which should 
have been kept distinct, have been confounded. There are debts 
which, considering the circumstances under which they were 
contracted, will, if equitably treated, be paid. For this balance 
of indebtedness I have requested, through our Delegate in Con- 
gress, that some provision should be made, and cannot doubt 
that it will be granted. ‘The provision suggested, which I now 
submit to your consideration, trusting that you will approve of 


~N, it, is as follows: 

hi “That the sum of five thousand six hundred and seventy dol- 
rs shall be paid by the Secretary of the Territory of New 
Mexico, out of any monies in his hands belonging to appropri- 
ations by Congress for Legislative expenses in said Territory, upon 
the requisition of the Treasurer of said Territory, which sum 
shall be applied by said Treasurer to the payment of such expen- 
ses of the Territory as were incurred on account of the Legislative 
Assembly at its first session in June 1851, and have not been 
paid by said Secretary; Provided, that the accounts of said ex- 
penses have been audited by the Public Auditor of said Territory, 
or the payment of such accounts have been authorized by any 

act of said Assembly.” 
There is a class of accounts not comprised in the foregoing 
statement. It embraces accounts for services rendered, under an 
act of the Assembly, by the Commissioners appointed to coin- 
ile a Code of Laws. Upon one of these accounts, presented to me 
y Hon. Judge Mower, Preside1.t of the commission, I certified 
an opinion that I would not be justified in paying it, for the rea- 
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eon that if the amount was claimed on the ground of its bein 
dus to the Comm/ssioner as the salary of an officer. I aoaie] 
my authority ior ailowmg it, as I doubted ths legality of such 
an oftice; and that, if it was claimed as an amount fairly charge- 
able to the contingent fund, I still doubted my authority, as I 
questioned whether it was one of those ordinary and necessary 
expenses which the law contempiated, Under the circumstances 
especially as the allowance oi all that might be claimed on ac- 
count of the Commission would involve an expenditure of 
$3000,—I judged it the better course to refer the whole matter 
to the accounting officers of the Treasury, and await their decis- 
ion upon it. 

The sums paid by me, and embraced in the first account I 
rendered to the Treasury Department, amount to three thousand 
six hundred and fifty-six dollars. I should have included a lar- 
ger sum in that account, had I been satisfied with the character 
of the vouchers presented to me, without further instruction. 
Having represented the facts to the Department, I received such 
advice as determined me to pay other sums; which I have done 
to the amount—for pay of members and officers of the Assembly 
at the last session—of four thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
seven dollars; and to persons employed in taking the census, of 
thirteen hundred and ninety-five dollars and seventy cents more, 
besides five hundred dollars to the Translator. I have paid oth- 
er amounts, and shall, so soon as I can get the necessary vouch- 
ers, pay others still, provided that I have funds in hand after 
having disbursed what is necessary to meet the expenses of your 
present session. ` l 
_ The expenditures have been thus far, for the session, $1808 42, 
and will not overrun a total—exclusive of what may be required 
for printing the Laws—of sixty-five hundred dollars, unless ex- 
penditures are authorized which I do not now anticipate. 

_ My total disbursements to this date have been twelve thou- 
sand four hundred and one dollars and twenty-seven cents, 
making the balance of the Legislative fund not yet expended, 

eleven thousand five hundred and eight dollars and seventy- 
three cents, of which in my hands are five thousand five hun- 
dred and ninety-eight dollars and seventy-three cents. The 
calculation which I have just made for the entire expenses of 
the session would require a draft on this balance of four thou- 
sand six hundred and ninety-one dollars and fifty-eight cents ; 
and reduce it to six thousand nine hundred and seven dollars 
and fifteen cents, or in my hands nine hundred and seven dolls. 
and fifteen cents. 

The further sum required for printing the laws it is of course 
impossible to estimate with any approach.to accuracy. I have 
in my hands estimates and proposals from the proprietors of the 
Gazette office; and, making various probable conjectures as to 
the amount of work to be done, the cost upon the terms offered 
cannot fall short of two thousand, nor much excetd three thou- 
sand dollars, Fixing it at $3000. the total of disbursements will 
have amounted to twenty thousand and ninety two dollars, 
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eighty-five cents, leaving a balance, of the first appropriation 
for the use of the Legislature, of three thousand nine hundred 
and seven dollars and fiftecn cents. Should the accounts of the 
Commissioners who have been engaged in compiling a code of 
laws, be allowed, this balance may be reduced to near one 
thousand dollars. Other demands, including that on account of 
the services of a translator, will absorb this balance, and make 
it necessary to call upon the second appropriation for one thou- 
sand dollars more. The settlement of the balance of the ac- 
counts, proposed to be provided for by an Act of Congress, will 
make a further draft necessary of five thousand six hundred and 
seventy dollars. The result will be, that if beth the appropria- 
tions by Congress for Legislative purposes, that of 1850 and 
that of 1851, are permitted to be drawn upon for the expendi- 
tures included in the foregoing statemént, a balance will be left 
for the use of the second Legislature, for 1851~2, of seventeen 
thousand three hundred and thirty dollars. As the expenses of 
that Legislature need not probably exceed. on all accounts, ten 
thousand dollars, there will be left a balance of upwards of 
$7000 of the two appropriations, after providing for the expenses 
of the Legislatures of both years. 

It is proper that I should inform the Assembly that no money 
has been supplied me on my requisition for the amount neces- 
sary to meet the expenses of your present session. You will 
perceive that the Comptroller of the Treasury treats this session 
as a matter of very questionable legality ; and advises that it 
should be legalized by Congress. Although I received this ad- 
vice before your sitting, yet looking at the provisions of the 
Organic Law, and at the peculiar circumstances of the Terri- 
tory, which, with an organization so recent, seemed to require 
a second session.at this time, I determined to apply such funds 
as I had in my hands, to the payment of its expenses. I have 
accordingly done so. But I have requested the Delegate from 
the Territory to procure an Act to remove any doubt that may 
exist in regard to the lawfulness of vour present session. And 
I submit whether it is not advisable for the Assembly to declare 
its wishes to the same effect. The Assembly can, I need not 
say, judge of its desirableness, so far as concerns any question 
touching the force to be given to the laws enacted at this session. 
My reason for presenting the matter is a personal one. The 
action I desire, by calling the attention of Congress to the sub- 
ject in the most forcible manner, would be one of my best as- 
surances against injury from assuming the responsibility I have 
in the matter. As my refusal to assume it might have been ‘at- 
tended with the serious consequence of defeating the session, I 
presume that I have on that account, a claim upon the consider- 
ation of the Assembly, which will not be disregarded. 

In conclusion, allow me to add, that while I feel satisfied that 
your Hon. Bodies have confidence in the rectitude of my inten 
tions and in my determination to achuinister my office in ac- 
cordance with the law, I desire also that you shall be convinced 
that my course is actually justified by a reference to the circum- 
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stances in which I am placed, and to the rules which should 
govern me. 

So far from desiring to throw any obstacles in the way of the 
Legislatura, I have, as you are now aware, incurred a responsi- 
bility, the assumption. of which shows anything buta disposition 
to thwart the wishes of your Hon. Bodies, or a willingness im- 

roperly to withhold the appropriations that have come to my 

an‘ls. While, as I doubt not, your views are that the money 
set aside for this Territory should be disbursed without unneces- 
sary hindrances and delays, your desire is, too, that it shall be 
expenled with that wise economy which is the truest liberality, 
as well as in conformity with law. The improvidence of outlays 
without adequate returns, an'] of expenditures for the advantage 
or accommodation of individuals with very slight reference to 
public good, cannot receive any encouragement from you. These 
views of yours it will at all times be my pleasure, within the 
scope of my office, to secon] and carry out. And I trust that in 
the opinion of your Hon. Bodies, such will be the estimate they 
may be pleased to place upon me. I trust that they will become 
fully satisfied that I have acquitted myself as a faithful public 
servant, looking at the laws and the instructions laid upon him 
as his guide. but at the same time not willing, at the risk of 
damage to the publie interest, to give to those laws a construc- / 
tion which would bə open to the charge of narrowness. or il- 
liberality.

“Yours of July 29th has been received. In all your payments. 
- and proceedings you are requested to follow the instructions sent 
to you in April last. The members and officers having been 
paid out of a loan, as you say, when any member was paid what 
was legally due him, and no more, and a proper receipt was 
taken for the same, you may pay the same to the person to 
whom such receipt was given, and take his receipt on the back 
of the former receipt, and send the same with your account for 
settlement, and you may pay in such cases, even though the 
certificate of service may not be very formal, provided it is sub- 
stantially good.” 

“In a Terion like New Mexico, where more than nine- 
tenths of the people speak the Spanish language, and less than 
one-tenth speak English, and the greatest part of the members 
of the Legislature speak Spanish only, there can be no question 
of the necessity of printing the laws, and journals, and bills also 
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in both languages, and of having a translator who shall act in 
the doub’e capacity of an interpreter and translator. The 
presence of an interpreter and translator would seem to be ne- 
cessary during the session of the Legislature: but the Legisla- 
ture have no power to create a permanent gfficer for that purpose 
without the express sanction of an Act of Congress. They can 
only employ an interpreter and translator temporarily, while 
necessary during the session, and pay him accordingly. I un- 
derstand from your letter that they have undertaken to establish 
a permanent office, and to appoint an interpreter at a salary of 
$2000 per year. This is not legal. You may pay the jinter- 
preter a fair compensation during the session; as much as at the 
rate fixed by the Legislature, perhaps $400 or $500, and if that 
is not satisfactory, on further explanation from you and the 
Governor, I can hereafter authorize a further payment if it 
should be deemed proper and legal. 

“As to rent of rooms for the Governor for the two months 
during the session of the Legislature, while the Government 
palace was occupied by the Legislature, the Governor should 
pay it out of the appropriation of $1000 for the contingent ex- 

~penses of the Territory. 

“As to the books and stationery such as were for the Gover- 
nor’s own use or office, should be paid out of his contingent 
fund of $1000, but so far as they were reasonable, and they 
‘were for your office, or for the use of the Legislature, you should 
pay for them, and take proper vouchers as directed in the gene- 
ral instructions sent to youin April last. If they have been 
heretofore purchased RE paid for by the Governor, you can pay 
him, and take his receipts for the same, and have him hand 
over to you the original bills of invoices, which should be sent 
here with your account. . | 

“As to printing the laws, I do not think it advisable to incur 
much expense to: print them in newspapers, a few of the most 
important acts it might be well to have so printed, if the editors 
will do it for simply the cost of setting up the types, or a trifle 
more. They will be much more useful printed in pamphlets 
than in newspapers. 

“As to repairs of the public buildings, an appropriation of 
$20,000 has been made for public buildings; any small repairs 
may be made out of the general appropriation for the Legisla- 
ture, and contingent expenses, but extensive repairs amounting 
to $500 or $1000 or more, should be made out of the appropri- 
ation for public buildings, and you should draw your requisitions 
accordingly, founded on an estimate on consulting a competent 
mechanic or builder. :

“As to the taking the census by the direction of the Gover- 
nor, I suppose the expenses must be paid by you as part of the 
contingent expenses of the Legislature, and the fees prescribed in 
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the general statute for taking the census of the United States in 
1850 should be your guide, as to the amount to be paid.

FOR THE HOUSE OE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE TERRITORY 
OF NEW MEXICO. 


OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He'shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the ‘preceding. day; 
shall immediately call the members to order; and on the ap- 
pearance of the majority, shall cause the journal of the preceding 
day to be read. . . 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak asto 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from ‘his 
seat for that purpose; and shall decide all questions of. order, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any two members, on which 
appeal no member.shall speak more than once, unless by. leave 
of the House. a 

3. Heshall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. | 

4. Questions shall be distinctly. put in this form, to wit, ** as 
many as are of the opinion that (as the case or question may 
be) say aye,” and after the affirmation is expressed,—* as many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say no.” Ifthe speaker doubts, 
or a division be called for, the House shall divide, those in the 
affirmative on the question shall first rise from their seats, and 
afterwards those in the negative.

SIR! Pont 
In discharge of the duties encumbent upon meas Andi-, 
‘tor of the Public Accounts of the Territory of New Mexico, I 
beg leave to report, that on the 10th day of May last there was 
in the Treasury of said Territory, as appears by the report 
of that date of my predecessor in ofiice Robert T. Brent 
Esq. the sum of Two Thousand and Eleven Dollars and 
Forty Cents, of which amount however the sum of one . Fhous- 
sand Four Hundred and Three Dollars, and Seventy seven. 
cents, was in Warrants upon the Treasury of the County of. 
Santa Fé, received into the Territorial Treasury as cash from 
©. H. Merritt Esq. former Collector in said County, pursuant 
to an order of Col. John Monroe late Military and Civil Gover- 
nor of said Territory, leaving in the Territorial Treasury at that 
date the sum of six hundred and sixty seven dollars and. sixty 
three cents. o oe 

The amount of Warrants drawn upon the Territorial Treasu-: 
ry since the date of said report is one Thousand seven hundred 
and one dollars and sixty two cents, and the amount of receipts 
is four hundred and sixty seven dollars and sixty six cents, 
which receipts added to the amount of cash in the Treasury of 
the Territory on said 10th day of May last, produce the sum of 
one thousand seventy five dollars and twenty nine cents, by 
which it appears that the amount of Warrants, exceeds the a- 
mount of money provided for their payment in the’ snm of six 
hundred and twenty six dollars and thirty three cents—to which 
amount the Territorial Treasury is therefore at this date in- 
debted. . 

It will be seen by the list of receipts into the Territorial 
Treasury which is herewith submitted, that but three Counties 
viz: Taos, Santa Fé and Santa Anna have paid any thing into 
the Territorial Treasury since the date of my predecessor’s re- 
port. By the reports received in this office from the Clerk of 
the Probate Court of the County of Santa Fé, it appears that 
the Collector of that County is now indebted to the Territorial 
Treasury in the sum of nine hundred and sixty nine dollars and 
fifty cents, and by similar report from the County of Valencia 
that the Collector of that last named County in the same man- 
ner is indebted in the sum of one hundred and sixty seven dol- 


hs 
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lars and twenty five cents. No reports from other Counties 
of the Territory have been received. ` 

It will hardly be considered foreign to the purpose of this report 
for me to notice the fact generally known, that the Merchants of 
this Territory have to a great extent, refuscd to pay the license 
and ad-valorem taxes by the Kearney Code imposed upon them, 
believing the law to be not oniy partial and unjust but also ex- 
ceeding the pewers delegated to the Legislature cf this Territory; 
thus the great source of revenue to the Territory is closed, and 
“unless some change is made in the Law by which the brrthen of 
government is made to rest more equally wpon the community at 
large, will remain closed,—the Merchants having determined to 
test the validity of the Law as it now stands, as thuurougly as 
the most searching judicial investigation will permit. 

It is worthy remark that even in the event of a successful 
termination for the Territory, of the suits instituted against the 
Merchants, the litigation will be protracted for years, during 
which time the ‘Treasury must to a considerable extent remain 
without resources. 

I am required by the law to make an estimate of the probable 
expenses for the ensuing year, I find great difficulty in doin 
this because of the uncertainty existing as to what officers an 
what expenses will be paid from the Treasury of the Territory. 
If no Attorney General or District Attorneys for the ‘Territory 
are appointed a thousand dollars a ycar is saved.—If the Crimi- 
nal costs are paid ‘by the United States probably two or three 
thousand dollars a year more is saved to the Territory.  . - 

I submit the following estimate of expenses, which will prob- 
ably be necessary, viz:
